People who have absolutely noth- 
ing at all cannot be contrasted with those 
who have a certain small income, however 
pitiful and inadequate it may be.

One must study the 
situation enough to understand that what is 
good for the bitterest poor may be bad for

Capt. William Lewis of Racine 
Summoned to Courtat Ke- 
nosha Today to Give 
Testimony. 


MANGLED BODY ON ROAD. 


Son of Rich Manufacturer and 
Three Companions Passed by 
the Spot Late Night 
Before. 


Four Racine automobilists have been 
summoned to be in court at Kenosha today, 
when the investigation of the killing of an 
old man on a country road between the two 
cities will be taken up. 

These men are Capt. William Mitchell 
Lewis, general manager of the Mitchell Mo- 
tor Car company, and three of his friends. 
They were in Capt. Lewis’ car, which, it is 
said, was the last of several autos to pass 
over the road Monday night. Capt. Lewis 
is wealthy, his family for years having man- 
ufactured wagons. 

The body of William Dreyer, the old man 
who was killed, and who was believed fo be 
from St. Charles, Ill., was found in the high- 
way three miles north of Kenosha yester- 
day morning. He -had been crushed under - 
a car that had pushed his body seventy-five 
feet through the sand before throwing it to 
one side. 

No arrests were made during the day, but 
a “John Doe” warrant was issued, charg- 
ing manelaughter. When Capt. Lewis was 
apprised, of this by Chief of Police O’Hare 
of Kenosha, the former said he would at- 
tend the investigating session, asking that 
no attempt be made to serve the warrant. 
His associates then were asked to accom- 
pany him and promised to comply. 


Cabman Finds the Body. 

Dreyer’s body was found at 7a. m. by Peter 
Baumann, a Kenosha cabman, who was on 
his way to Racine. It wastaken to Kenosha 
and a coroner’s jury wascalled. The investi- 
gation threw little light on the case, Dreyer, 
it was learned, left Kenosha at 10:30 p. m. 
on Monday, on a north bound electric car, 
riding as far as a bridge, half a mile south of 
where his body was found later. 

The man apparently had been walking 
north when struck by an automobile going 
in the same direction. He had fallen in front 
of the motor and had been shoved througb 
the sand until he had crumpled up in the 
earth under the car. In some way the auto 
appeared to have passed over him, breaking 
nearly every bone in his body, and then toss- 
ing it to one side. 

The jurors, farmers living along the road, 
at once tried to learn what autos had passed 
that way late at night. They learned that 
there had been seven cars going out from 


not get the names of the owners except in one 
case, that of Capt. Lewis. 

The verdict of the jury was that Dreyer 
was killed by an auto driven by persons un- 
known. 


Lewis Fined for Speeding. 

Later in the afternoon Chief O'Hare had 
Capt. Lewis arrested in Racine, charged with 
violating the Kenosha speed ordinance. The 
manufacturer pleaded guilty and paid a 
$20 fine. 

District Attorney R. V. Baker endeavored 
at this hearing to elicit from Mr. Lewis a 
statement regarding his trip of the night 
before. 

“I have heard,’’ said the captain, “ that 
thers was an accident north of the city dur- 
ing the night and I must decline to answer 
these questions without advice of counsel.” 

After Capt. Lewis had returned to Racine 
with the understanding that he and his 
friends would be on hand at today’s investi- 
gation at 3 p. m., the Kenosha authorities 
tried to get further into the mystery. They 
learned that six or seven autos traversed the 
road during the night. Most of these passed 
twice over the course, coming from the north 
early in the evening and returning later. 

When Capt. Lewis had seen friends in Ra- 
cine he talked more freely of his movements 
during the night. He said he had reached 
Kenosha at a little after 11 o’clock. As he 
passed the bridge he said he saw the man 
standing there alone. 


Lewis Leaves Kenosha Late. 

It was nearly 1 a. m. when he left Kenosha 
on his tomeward trip. As to whether his 
car was he last to pass over the road, he did 
not know. His car, a 44-horse power ma- 
chine, isfinished in pearl gray. He welcomed 
an inspection of the machine and not a 
scratch or aistain could be seen. 

Capt. Lewis and his friends who had ac- 
compantd him said they did not see the vic- 
tim on the northward trip. They asserted 
that thdr car had not hit him. Friends and 
acquaimances came to Capt. Lewis’ assist- 
ance ani said he would be the last man in the 
world torun and leavea victim should his car 
knock aiy one down. 

The Kenosha authorities also considered 
that theexact time of the known incidents 
of the tight were important. Dreyer was 
seen by “apt. Lewis at five minutes after 11 
o'clock. & few minutes later he still was 
standing dy the bridge, according to another 
auto part which passed at that time. 

Had itbeen Dreyer’s intention to walk 
north andhad he started soon after he was 
seen, he would have gone more than half a 
mile, it tas argued, before Lewis's car 
passed. Bilowing this line, the authorities 
admitted tat the evidence indicated that 
he was kiled by a car which went north @n 
hour befor the Lewis party passed ay 
road for thisecond time.

GIRL ROBBED AT BANK DOOR | 


Hazel Curtis, Cashier of Naomi 
Club, Reports Loss of $250. 


NO ONE ELSE SEES THIEF, 


Victim Says Man Is One Who Has Been 
Shadowing Her Daily. 


club, a girls’ noonday rest organization at 
200 Clark street, was the victim of a daring 
robbery yesterday afternoon. A satchel con- 
taining $250 and some jewelry was seized 
from her hand in the corridor of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust building, at Clark and 
Adams street, just before the 3 o’clock clos- 
ing hour. 

The thief, who is : aid to have been shadow- 
ing the girl on her daily trips to the bank for 
several days, escaped through the crowd be- 
fore an outcry could be made. As far ascan 
be learned, no one saw the robbery, and even 
the bank watchman, who was a few feet 
away, knew nothing of it, until the young 
woman, half fainting, fell at the feet of the 
elevator starter and gasped out her story. 
Detectives of Lieut. “ Andy” Rohan’s staff 
were notified immediately, but the thief has 
not been arrested. 


Mysterious Features in Case. 


There are several mysterious features to 
the robbery, and the bank and city detec- 
tives hint at more sensational disclosures. 
Miss Curtis, who lives at 1142 Washington 
boulevard, has been cashier of the club since 
last October. She never has been in any 
trouble with her employers. 

The man, who she says bas followed her 
during the last week and who jumped out 
from behind a pillar tn the bank entrance 
to take her satchel, she describes as follows: 

“Tall and heavily built, dressed in dark 
clothes and light fedora hat. Beard and a 
mustache.” 


Seen Few Minutes Before. 

A few minutes before the robbery she was 
seen by Watchman John Lewer talking with 
a girl in the corridor. She could not remem- 
ber the girl’s name or anything about it. 

“All I know is that I was robbed,” she said 
in the evening. ‘‘ I have taken sums as large 
as that every day. The satchel was a small 
brown one and contained nearly $250, a gold 
watch belonging to my employer's wife and 
some jewelry. The money was the recelpts 
of the last twenty-four hours. 

“I jooked for the man I had seen for sey- 
eral days past when I reached the street, 
but could not see him. He has always been 
across the street or behind me on Clark 
street. I was not afraid of him and never 
asked any one to go with me. I reached the 
bank all right, and after I went in the door 
I don’t remember what happened. 

“TI can just remember seeing the man’s 
face as he came quickly toward me. He 
wrenched my wrist as he grabbed the satchel, 
but did not hurt me in any other way.” 


No One Notices Thief. 


The corridor was filled with hurrying men 
and women at that hour—2:30 o'clock. The 
girl staggered toward the elevator starter 


and exclaimed:

ENTERS WRONG HALL; SHOT, 


Flat Dweller Joseph Wolfstein Is 
Mistaken for Bold Burglar. 


FOLKS GONE; ABSENT MINDED 


Broker Norton Greets Him with Re- 
volver and Fires When He Runs. 


While making a mistake not uncommon to 
residents of flat buildings, Joseph Wolfstein, 
who lives at 950 Fifty-fifth place, was the 
victim of another mistake last night. He 
was mistaken for a burglar and shot by E. 
D. Norton, 946 Fifty-fifth place, a member of 
the board of trade. Mr. Wolfstein was not 
fatally hurt, but the manner of his shooting 
was curious, 

Mr. Norton and Mr, Wolfstein have flats in 
the same building at Fifty-fifth place and 
South Park avenue. Both men occupy the 
first flats in their respective entrances to the 
bullding, which has two separate doorways 
in Fifty-fifth place. Mr. Wolfstein’s family 
is visiting in Cincinnati. 


Returns Home; Absent Minded. 

It wae dark when Mr. Wolfstein, returning 
from town, absent mindedly turned into wnat 
he thought was his doorway on Fifty-fifth 
place. He produced his key and thrust it into 
the keyhole of flat No.1. Inside the flat Mr. 
and Mrs. Norton, who belong there, were pre- 
paring for bed. 

Mrs. Nortow heard the scraping of the key 
in the lock. Not long ago burglars entered 
the house and Mr. Norton frightened them 
away by shooting through the door. 

Mrs. Norton jumped to the conclusion that 
another attempt was being made to rob the 
house and called her husband's attention to 
the scraping sound. Mr. Norton found his 
revolver and went to the door. 

The board of trade man inserted his own 
key in the lock from the inside and quickly 
pulled the door partly open, sticking his re- 
volver in the face of Mr. Wolfstein. 

“Don’t try to run or I'll shoot,”” commanded 
Mr. Norton. 

Thought Other Man Was Holdup. 

Mr. Wolfstein’s mind began to work ac- 
tively and he concluded that he himseif 
was being held up by a burglar who was 
robbing his house. He started to run. Mr, 
Norton fired and a bullet entered Wolfstein’s 
left side, inflicting a deep flesh wound. When 
Mr. Norton bent over the prostrate figure of 
the ticket broker he became apprised of his 
mistake.

MICHIGAN SUPREME COURT 
IGNORES CHICAGO DIVORCE. 


Sustains Judge Beach in Refusing to 
Recognize Decree Obtained in This 
City by Howard E. Hews. 


A decision interesting to those engaged in 
divorce legislation and involving a well 
known Chicagoan and his former wife was 
handed down by the Supreme court of Michi- 
gan at Lansing yesterday. It affirmed the 
judgment of Circuit Court Judge E. L. Beach 
of Saginaw county, who last September re- 
fused to recognize tne decree of divorce 
granted by Judge Axel Chytraus to Howard 
KE. Hews, manager of the receivership de- 
partment of the Royal Trust company, in 
Chicago. 

Hews obtained the divorce from his wife, 
Mrs. Néster Hews, on grounds of desertion, 
She lived with her father, M. D. Wester, a 
wealthy lumberman of Saginaw, after her 
separation from her husband. 

Before Hews secured the decree Mrs. Hews 
had obtained a decree in Michigan on grounds 
of extreme cruelty, but on Hews’ representa- 
tion that he wished to contest the case on 
its merits it was reopened. Hews then se- 
cured his decree from Judge Chytraus and 
went to Saginaw to take custody of his sons, 
Edeson Lawrence Hews, 6 years old, and 
Arthur M. Hews, 4 years old, but an injunc- 
tion secured by the mother restrained him 
from interference.

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FISH’ OUT FOR PTOMAINES 


SEEKS IN VAIN FOR MORE IN 
BOOTH & CO. WAREHOUSE. 


Says Sample He Got There a Week 
Ago Was in Bad Condition and 
Goes Back to Coeonfiscate Tiers of 
Boxes, but Falls to Find Them-— 
He Is Refused Access to Books and 
Cannot Learn Where Cases Have 
Gone. / 


* Fish ” Murray swooped down on the Kin- 
zie street warehouse of A. Booth & Co. yes- 
terday and renewed the dispute that started 
a week ago when “ Fish "’ caught cold while 
inspecting a storage room in which the tem- 
perature is kept bélow the freezing point. 
He informed the superintendent that an 
analysis by Dr. Biehn of the city laboratory 
has disclosed that a sample of fish taken 
from the warehouse on a previous visit is 
‘alive with ptomaine poison.” 

The fish inspector demanded the rest of the 
fish, which he declared had been packed in 
boxes piled in tiers. He could discover only 
a little of the fish, which he alleged to be 
three years old. He wanted to seize all the 
suspected fish. 

Further Information Refused. 

According to the inspector, he met with a 
refusal to give further information. He re- 
called the fact that some time ago the com- 
pany offered to let the health department 
have access to the books at any time. 

‘You think this is a joke, but I can show 
you that it ain’t,” declared “ Fish,” 

Then he hastened to the corporation coun- 
sel’s office to obtain a legal lever by which 
to gain access to the books in order to find out 
what has become of the fish. He hopes to 
succeed today. 

“The fish had ptomaine in it and would 
have made a person ill if it had been eaten,”’ 
said Dr. Biehn. “‘ We have great difficulty 
in finding the bad fish. The company gave us 
to understand that we were to look at their 
books at any time we might ask to do so, but 
it appears that our only hope lies in the pas- 
sage of the cold storage ordinance, which 
will not come up until September.” 


Say “Fish” Is Mistaken. 
Secretary Smith of the Booth company de- 
clared that Murray’s story is without real 


foundation. 
“ You may rest assured that we do not sell 


any goods in the condition described,” said 
Mr. Smith. “ There is nothing to the story. 
W. F. Cochran, who has charge of the mat- 
ter, can make it clear.”’ 

‘The box from which the alleged bad sam- 
ple was taken was part of a lot received long 
ago,’’ said Mr. Cochran. ‘“ The lot was sold 
soon after being received, but when it was 
shipped this box was overlooked in the ware- 
house and has been there ever since. Natu- 
rally the box is ‘shopworn’ and dirty, and 
the inspector seized on it. 

“We did refuse to open all our books and 
records to him. He had no legal right to in- 
spect them.” 


THINKS WOMAN WAS POISONED. 


Coroner Hoffman Says Jury Will Have 
to Point Out Supposed Slayer of 
Mrs. Augusta Knudson. 


The announcement was made by Coroner 
Peter Hoffman yesterday that he believed 
Mrs. Augusta Johanna Knudson was mur- 
dered. The belief is founded upon the finding 
of arsenic in the woman's stomach, but Coro- 
ner Hoffman refused to say whom he sus- 
pected.

The theory that the arsenic could have 
found its way to the woman’s stomach from 
the embalming fluid used is not credited by 
the cornorer. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Olson, who has 
handled the investigation, atated that no 
search was being made for a mysterious 
woman, 

“ There are enough women in the case as it 
is,” he remarked. ‘“ We don’t need any 
more.”’

| NOTICE DRAWN TO SALOON 


BY TWO SUDDEN DEATHS. 


Man Put Out of Alhambra Expires on 
Sidewalk—Woman Frequenter Kills 
Self with Cocaine. 


The sudden deaths of two persons who had 
frequented the Alhambra saloon and restau- 
rant at 1926 to 1982 State street attracted 
the attention of the police to the place yes- 
terday. 

A coroner’s jury exonerated the proprietor, 
Henry Allott,-of blame in the case of H. H. 
Vaughn, a waiter, who was beaten while in 
the saloon and who died soon afterward, and 
it was shown that Martha Malloy, a resident 
of the Alhambra hotel, who died from an 
overdose of cocaine, had evidently com- 
mitted suicide, but the police will investigate 
the hotel and saloon. 

According to evidence given at the inquest 
on Vaughn, he entered the saloon at 12 
o’clock and found his wife, Mrs. Alice 
Vaughn, and Inez Dillon, a frequenter of the 
place, in the company of twomen. Vaughn, 
who was a waiter and lived with his wife at 
the Great Western hotel, tried to induce his 
wife to go home. According to her testi- 
mony at the inquest he was ordered out of 
the place by Allott. A struggle ensued and 
Vaughn was struck by some one and pushed 
out of the saloon. The body of Vaughn was 
found Im front of the place three hours later 
by the police. 

“An autopsy showed that Vaughn died 
from a hemorrhage,’ said Deputy Coroner 
Cummings, “‘ but it was evidently induced 
by a blow he received while in the saloon.”’ 

The Malloy woman’s death occurred at the 
county hospital after she had been found 
unconscious in the rear of the garage of C. 
A. Coey, 1780 Indiana avenue. A coroner’s 
jury decided that she had died from cocaine 
taken with suicidal intent. 

The police are trying to discover who sold 
her the cocaine.

The mis- 
take of identity came about because the 
Holthusen “obit” printed in the Chicago 
Socialist did not mention Holthusen’s age 
The body was cremated at Graceland and the 
ashes were placed in a large urn. 

Members of the family decided that the 
socialist excursion to Milwaukee would afford 
a fine opportunity to dispose of the ashes.

HEAD OF MUTUAL TURNS ON AO- 
CUSER IN A DENIAL. 


Tells Organization Manager of Policy 
Holders’ Committee There Is No 
Trath in His Statement—Col. Shook 
Arrives in Town with His Fight- 
ing Clothes On and Talks His Mind 
About the Trustees — Calls Them 
False. 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—Accusa- 
tions of bad faith on the part of officials of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company in fil- 
ing. an incomplete list of policy holders at 
Albany and then making another list, sup- 
posed to be accurate, for their own use in 
communicating with policy holders, reached 
the stage of recrimination today. 

C. R. Scrugham, organization manager of 
the international policy holders’ committee, 
gave out a statement attacking bitterly 
President Peabody and associates. Mr. Pea- 
body responded with this: 

“TI have read the statement of Mr. Scrug- 
ham and have no comment to make except 
that fam unable to find a truthful state- 
ment in it, so far as it refers to me.” 


Calls Trustees’ Action Childish. 
This is part of what Mr. Scrugham said: 
*“*Mr.- Peabody frankly proclaimed that the 

present management had no interest in the 
names of policy holders on their books, and 
in the same breath announced they were cor- 
recting the list for their own use in sending 
out their own literature, but will not make 
these corrections on the public record at Al- 
bany or furnish them to the policy hoiders’ 
committee. These gentlemen, as trustees of 
the policy holders’ funds, are keeping ands 
propose to keep for their own use information 
which they possess solely as trustees for the 
benefit of policy holders. 

“They are treating the owners. of .the 
funds, the custody of which only was in- 
trusted to them, as children who may use 
information to which they are entitled for 
dangerous purposes. These officials candidly 
admit and even boast of their purpose to 
thwart the will of the people, as declared by 
the last legislature.’’ 


Col. Shook Arrives with Ire Up. 

Mr. Scrugham then declared this effort of 
the Mutual’s officers to keep a corrected list 
for themselves would be “ as unavailable as 
it is puerile.”’ 

Col. A. H. Shook of Nashville blew into 
town, hot with indignation. He is one of the 
executives of the policy holders’ committeé, 
and also one of the four of its members the 
Mutual trustees put on their administrat!on 
ticket without their knowledge or consent. 
Col. Shook declared that “‘ gross mismanage- 
ment, diversion of the sacred trust funde for 
unauthorized purposes, and wanton disre- 
gard for the interests of the policy holders ”’ 
made an indictment against the trustees. 

He said the policy holders were entitied to 
the majority, not the’minority, of the trus- 
tees, and added: : 

** It is neither logical nor safe to trust a sec- 
ond time to those who once have been false.’”’ 

Trustees, of the Mutual will hold their reg- 
ular monthly meeting tomorrow afternoon, 
and it is thought some acticn will be taken 
on the proposal to give a copy of its corrected 
list of policy holders to the opposition. 


GOMPERS APPEALS FOR FUNDS. 


If He Got All the Campaign Money 
He Asks For He Would Have 
More than $2,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—President 
Samuel Gompers, who will lead the political 
forces of the American Federation of Labor, 
has issued an appeal to the thousands of lo- 
cals and millions of men who are identified 
with the federation to subscribe to the cam- 
paign fund. He wants each local to chipin 
$5 and each man to give at least $1 for the 
goad of the cause this year. 

If President Gompers received a substantial 
reply from each local and man addressed he 
would have a fund in excess of $2,000,000, but 
he does not expect such a large amount will 
be collected. 

He expects, however, to have a fund con- 
siderably lArger than that of the republican 
or democratic committee.

‘BIG STRIKE NEAR 


Great Plants, Busy with Uncle 
Sam’s Contracts, Balk at 
Roosevelt Ruling. 


SAY TIME ISSUE IS VITAL. 


Gompers and Federation Likely 
to Take Hand in Impending 
Labor Storm. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.}]— 
President Roosevelt's eight hour order may 
precipitate a big strike, seriously affecting 
the army and the navy. 

Word has reached Washington that Some 
of the large plants of the country doing gov- 
ernment work will declineé.to observe the 
eight hour law, as interpreted by the pres- 
ident’s instruction. They believe the presi- 
dent's action is illegal, and their law advisers 
are confident the courts will sustain this con- 
tention. With the operators recalcitrant and 
engaged in a legal struggle with the goverp- 
ment it will be for organized labor to say 
what shall be the next move. 

Those who are aware of the extraordinary 
efforts the president has made to end or. to 
avert strikes understand how he would re- 
gret an industrial conflict, especially on the 
eve of acampaign. But in this instance the 
president will be powerless unless he rescinds 
his order, and that, of course, he does not 


propose to do. 
Industrial Plants Affected. 


The industrial plants affected, which have 
considered carefully what course they 
should pursue, are maintained by the Car- 
negie and Bethlehem Steel companies for 
the manufacture of armor, the projectile and 
powder factories, and establishments which 
turn out guns and gun forgings for the gov- 
ernment. 

The shipbuilders, too, who are doing gov- 
ernment work on the Atlantic and Pacific 
seaboards. have been in consultation with 
the armor, powder, and projectile compa- 
nies and intend to oppose the interpretation 
of the law made by the president. The ac- 
tion will be taken because the eight hour 
law is not believed to apply to anything but 
to what it says, “public works,” and the 
interpretation heretofore given to this term 
is that it includes the construction of public 
buildings, bridges, ete., and river and har- 
bor work. 

That the navy department considers there 
is doubt as to the application of the law to 
shipyards is shown by its request mede to- 
day to Solicitor General Hoyt of the depart- 
ment of justice to render an opinion as to 
the validity of its enforcement against such 
plants. The late Attorney General Miller 
gave an opinion in 1892, immediately after 
the law was passed, holding that it applied 
only to public works; that is to say, to gov- 
ernment buildings under construction, and 
not to the plants furnishing material to the 
war branches of the nation. 


Fear Injury to Business. 


‘The contention is made by the Carnegie and 
Bethlehem companies that if the eight hour 
law be enforced at their armor works, dis- 
content will arise among the employés in 
the steel departments, who will demand the 
same hours. Business will be deranged in 
consequence, They contend this is an espe- 
cially serious matter in view of existing con- 
tracts which require deliveries within speci- 
fied periods. 

The republican party would gain nothing 
by an industrial strike. Labor leaders assert 
it will be no better off in any event than it 
was before the issuance of the president's 
order. They claim the order never would 
have been made had not labor embarked into 
politics and threatened republican contro! of 
the house of representatives. They call at- 
tention, furthermore, to the fact that the 
fight which labor has inaugurated is not di- 
rected against the president, who has made 
concessions, but against congress, which re- 
fused to comply with any of its demands. 

It is not a question with them of helping 
republicans or helping democrats, but of 
organizing a labor party which shall be rep- 
resented by forceful, vigorous men in the 
house and upon whom dependence can be 
placed to obtain the passage of the legisla- 
tion labor deems vital to the interests of its 
people.

Every consideration was accorded to the | 


representatives of the federation, both at the 
White house and at the cgpitol. The presi- 
dent. spoke emphatically and plainly, and 
Speaker Cannon adopted a similar tone. They 
conyeyed to the labor leaders their view that 
legisiation should not be for a class or a 
special interest, but should be the result of 
consideration of all classes and all interests, 
and that no one class or interest could expect 


to dictate to the representatives of all the : 


people what they should db. 

It is believed this presentation of the situa- 
tion will appeal to intelligent labor men. So 
far as Speaker Cannon personally is con- 
cerned he proposes to meet President Gom- 
pers on the stump in his own district. One of 
the bills Gompers sought to have passed was 
that known as the anti-injunction bill. The 
speaker did not look upon this measure with 
favor, and it did not get out of the committee 
on judiciary. 

Cannon on Middle Graund. 


In defense of the attitude of the house in 
this connection the speaker, it is said 
here, will declare that if the demand for this 
legislation is well founded, then there is no 
justification for the systems of law and civili- 
gation which now obtain. He will contend 
that the right of the workingman to dispose 
of his labor is no more sacred than is the right 
of the capitalist to require proteetion for his 
property. " 

The speaker is confident his own district 
will back him up In his views, and it is his in- 
tention to express them also in other dis- 
tricts which are to be invaded by Gompers 
and other labor leaders. 

Mr. Gompers claims to be quite willing to 
meet Speaker Cannon on this ground. He 
has received reports from unions all over the 
country announcing their determination to 
act in accordance with the policy the federa- 
tion haslaiddown. The conference at Oyster 
Bay determined yesterday to acquaint labor 
with the record of the republican party inits 
behalf, and especially the steps which have 
been taken by President Roosevelt for its 
betterment. Gompers is prepared to riddle 
this record and to assert that the president's 
eight hour law order was only caused by a 
desire to keep labor out of politics. 


Stand Pat on Tariff. 


| 
The decision of the conference to “ stand 


pat” on the tariff was not a surprise, though 
it is not believed here the president is as 
much in sympathy with this principle as 
reports from Oyster Bay last night Indicated. 
Should the sentiment of the voters in the 
coming election indicate a desire for modi- 
fication of the tariff, there is no doubt the 
president will include a discussion of This 
subject in his message. 

It is known the president for some weeks 
has had tn mind the advisability of pressing 
congress to make a tariff enactment which 
would enable the government to negotiate 
the benefit of the minimum tariff of Ger- 
many, because the latter had been given to 
understand that a sentiment was developing 
in this country which in a short time would 
lead to tariff revision. 

Secretary Shaw intends to give utterance 
to the tariff attitude of the republican party 
during the campaign in a speech he will deliv- 
er in Vermont next month. The elections in 
Vermont and Maine will occur in September, 
so that the campaign within their boundaries 
commences earlier than it does elsewhere. 
The republicans are not concerned about 
Vermont, though they are about Maine, but 
at the same time, it is belleved a handsome 
majority in the Green mountain state will 
have a depressing effect upon the democrats 
and labor leaders. 

Shaw Will State Policy. 

In his Vermont address Secretary Shaw will 
describe the advantages of the existing tariff 
and will devote particular attention to an ex- 
planation of the reasons why American man- 
ufactured goods sell cheaper abroad than 
at home. He will point out that the tariff 
law authorizes the repayment of 99 per cent 
of the duty imposed upon raw material which 
is imported for the purpose of being turned 
into manufactures and then exported. He 
estimates this in itself accounts for 5 per 
cent of the difference between the price of 
the same kind of goods in America and ir 
Europe. The secretary will insist that the 
present’ tariff spells prosperity, and that to 
change it would be to take a step toward 
depression. 

The secretary will leave tomorrow for lowa 
to take part in the state campaign, and will 
not return here until after he speaks in Ver- 


mont.

STATE’S ATTY. HEALY SCORCHES 
THE SENATOR AGAIN. 
Offers to Pay Hall Rent for the Thir- 
ty-first District Statesman to Make 
a Speech, Provided It Is Not Read 
from Manuscript — Opposes ‘‘Rat- 
hole Peolitics’—Frank Schmitt Al- 
ludes to His Oppénent’s Connection 
with a Certain Mine Operator’s Bill.

The rgasting which is reducing State Sena- 
tor Garik-Mueller t6 a-ruddy brown was taken 
up once more in the Twenty-fifth ward last 
evening, State’s Attorney John J. Healy add- 
ing fresh fuelin choice bits of the senator's 
record and-turning the spit so that all might 
see the dark spots caused by the roasting. 
The scene of activities was 1416 North Clark 
etreet. 

Attorney Frank P. Schmitt, Mueller’s op- 
ponent from the Thirty-first senatorial dis- 
trict, was in possession of large quantities of 
fuel, in the form of Mueller’s activities in 
relation to a certain mine operators’ bill, and 
he used it to add to the heat of the roast. 

Mr. Healy’s offer to pay all of the expenses 
of a meeting at which Mr. Mueller should have 
a fair opportunity to see his constitutents and 
defend himself against the charges that have 
been made against him and his record as yet 
has not been taken up. 


Healy Tells of His Offer. 

“It is the first duty of a candidate for any 
offiee to come forth from his. hole and talk 
to the persons whom he expects to confer 
an honor upon him and léet them see and 
judge whether he is capable and honest 
enough to represent them,” said Mr. Healy, 
“TIT have every desire to see that Mr. Mueller 
receives fair treatment, and for this reason 
I have offered, personally, to pay all of the 
expenses of hiring a hall and giving him an 
opportunity to talk to you and you an oppor- 
tunity to see your representative at Spring- 
field. 

“As he has not answered my invitation, 
which I thought was generous, I will promise 
that I will not permit anybody to bulldoze 
him or become personal in an attack upon 
his record. The only condition which I shall 
impose upon him is that he shall not bring 
a manuscript and read his speech fromit. I 
am afraid he might get some friend to write 
him a pretty good speech and that he would 
read it to you as his own.

TELLS VOTERS JOHN R. WALSH 
INSPIRES ATTACKS. 


Aspirant for the Senate Addresses 
Deneen Club, Lamenting Falsehoods 
Which He Asserts Certain Nevws- 
papers Tell of Him, but Hopes the 
‘‘Slanders” Will Win Him Support 
at Polis—Sees Possibilities of $500,< 
000 “Slush Fund.” 


In his speech before the Deneen club of the 
Fifth ward at Archer avenue and Thirty- 
fifth street last night Richard Yates, aspir- 
ant for Senator Cullom’s seat, declared state- 
ments made about him in the Chicago Chron- 
icle, the Post, and the Journal were untrue. 

He charged that these stories were sano- 
tioned by Senator Cullom and placed in these 
papers at the behest of John R. Walsh, Con- 
gressman Lorimer, and Tom Taggart. Dur- 
ing his address Mr. Yates took occasion to 
give hearty indorsement to President Roose- 
yelt. 

‘I don’t know why 1 am subjected to this 
campaign of abuse in all of these papers,” 
said the former governor, *‘ but I think I see 
the reason for the Chronicle's hostility. I 
refused to approve a bill to allow pool selling 
on the lilinois racetracks: It was suggested 
by Dan Hogan that I could have $50,000 for 
my campaign fund In 1908 tf I would promise 
in advance to sign a bill to legalize racetrack 
gambling if it passed. 

“T hear that my refusal deprived Mr. 
Walsh and his Tom Taggart crowd of $200,000 
a year. No wonder they are mad at me.’’ 


Expects “Slanders” to Help Him. 

The candidate then expressed the prophecy 
that this *“‘ campaign of slander,’ as he ex- 
pressed it, would redound to his credit on 
Aug. 4, when the primaries are held. 

‘Shelby M. Cullom ts the father of face 
tions,’’ continued the speaker. ‘“ For over 
thirty years he has been the leader in the 
republican politics of this state, and not 
once in that time has he been for a Chicago 
man for a high office in the gift of the peo- 
ple. Do you know why? It ts because he 
was afraid a Chicago man would pay more 
attention to the wishes of the people and 
papers of this great city than he would tothe 
edicts of the federal clique. 

“Who was it made the nomination of 
Charles S. Deneen possible? It was Dick 
Yates and not Shelby M. Cullom. I deliy- 
ered over the 500 delegates who had stood 
steadfastly for me and this gave the nomi- 
nation to Mr. Deneen, the man of your 
choice,”’ 

“Slush Fund’ Possibilities. 

During his speech Mr. Yates made a re- 
mark of the possibilities for a “‘ slush fund ” 
by the so-called federal crowd He had told 
of the various officials which he claimed 
composed the federal machine, from the two 
United States senators down to the rural 
mail carriers, and estimated the total num- 
ber at 10,000. 

“The average salary paid these men,” he 
said, ‘“‘is $1,000, and on the 5 per cent basis. 
should it be paid, it would make a fund of 
$500,000."' 

After the close of his speech, when ques- 
tioned regarding this statement, Mr. Yates 
refused to make the direct charge that such 
a fund existed. 

“I suspect It does exist,”’ he said, “ but I 
have no way of proving It, and therefore 
cinnot say so.” 


BUSINESS EDUCATOR IS DEAD. 


Charles Carroll Cochran Expires at His 
Residence in Wilmette After Long 
and Useful Career. 


Charlies Carroll’ Cochran, for many years 
engaged in educational work in Ghicago, 
Gied Monday at his residence in Wilmette, 
at which funeral services will be held to- 
morrow morning at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Cochran was born Dec. 4, 1887, in Bel- 
mont county, Ohio. After spending his boy- 
hood om a farm he was graduated at West 
Alexander academy, in West Virginia, and 
later took a course in Duff's Commercial 
college at Pittsburg. He taught for a while 
in Duff’s college and afterward was con- 
nected with several important business col- 


leges. 
He established a business school on the 


north side in Chicago in 1893 and sold it two

Democratic national headquarters for the 
western states in the fight for additional 
democratic congressmen are to be opened in 
Chicago next week. Congressman Henry T. 
Rainey of Illinois—..e only democratic mem- 
ber of the lower house from this state—and 
Congressman James T. Lloyd of Missouri will 
be in charge. 

Both congressmen have been in Chicago 
making arratigements for the opening of 
western headquarters which they haye lo- 
cated in the Palmer house and which they 
will open on Aug. 1. 

It is the purpose of the national orf :.niza- 
tion, through its congressional committee, to 
make great efforts to win back the congress- 
men who were lost in the Roosevelt landslide 
of 1904. In the ordinary course of events it is 
expected that this can be done, inasmuch as 
a number of democratic districts which, under 
normal circumstances, could not be carried 
by the republicans were taken out of the 
democratic column by the phenomenal Roose- 
velt vote, 


Hopes for Four Illinois Districts. 

In Illinois alone the democrats hope to re- 
ain at least four districts, three in Chicago 
and at least one down the state. In Chicago 
the Fourth, Fifth, and Highth went repub- 
lican unexpectedly, and the democrats ex- 
pect to get them back. They expect to regain 
the Twenty-first district and hope to get the 
Twenty-third. 

In nearly all the states of the wést for 
which headquarters will be established in 
Chicago democratic loeses were recorded two 
years ago, which the democratic congression- 
al managers hope to make good, 

The opening of headquarters here will be 
the first appearance of nationa! politics in 
Cook county. 


Planning State Convention. 

While the democratic’ congressmen are 
making preparations to begin their national 
campaign the democratic state committee is 
planning for the state convention in Peoria, 
Aug. 21. State Chairman Charles Boesch- 
enstein announced tn Chicago during the day 
that no opposition would be made to the se- 
lection of former Supreme court justice Car- 
roll Boggs for temporary chairman.

riches he is not aiding the world.

fentia! that there should be somewhere a 
man with money to invest. Insurance so-

Shortly after 
this event congress passed stringent laws 
against killing furbearing animalsin Alaska 
In 1870 the Priby- 
- lov or seal islands were leased to the Alaska 
Commercial company under a plan designed 
to preserve the life of the seals, apparently 
doomed to extinction without some severe 
measures for their protection. There were 
many infringements upon the rights of this 
company, and in 1886 the United States 
goverument set forth the idea that the 
Bering sea was a closed sea and attempted 
to enforce the theory against the British 
claim to a right to fish for seals anywhere 
beyond the three mile limit from shore. 

This led to the seizure of British vessels, 
some of them taken from thirty to seventy 
miles from shore, and the capture, likewise, 
of American poachers. As an outcome of 
the discussions aroused by these seizures 
the United States sought the codperation of 
England, France, Germany, Japan, Russia, 
and Sweden in measures for the protection 
of the seal life.

There 
will be strife and bloodshed unless the army 
shall refuse to go on with the sanguinary 
and odious work it has beenengagedin.

Peoria, Ul, July 24-—[{Special.]—Sherburn 
M. Becker, boy mayor of Milwaukee, in an 
address here today on “ The Young Man in 
Politics,” dealt largely in epigrams. Thead- 
dress, ioh was for the benefit of St. 
— parish, was delivered at Al Freaco 
park. 


Mayor Becker declared the urgent need of 
the times was for more young men in public 
life—young’ mey of action, capacity, and 
courage. He decried the idea that any one 
should enter politics for revenug only, in- 
sisting that a sense of duty well performed 
was a greater reward than financiad gain. 

Honesty, uprightness, work, loyalty to the 
interests of the masses, instead of the clase- 
es, and care in the selection of advisers were 
given as essentials for young men choosing 
@ political life. ‘ 


Opportunities for Young Men. 

“ There are great opportunities in the world 
for the young man in all the walks of life,’’ 
said Mr. Becker, “‘ but I belleve that none 
offers a greater inducement than that which 
I have chosen and which Iam happy to say 
has been chosen by many thousands of other 
young men. | 

“ There is plenty of room at the front of 
public life for the young man of capacity. 

“ To succeed, he must have a code contain- 
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ing principles, the first of which must be 


honesty. ; 

“ The young man who enters politics should 
do so from a sense of duty to his country with 
@ willingness to be misunderstood and mis- 
represented. If he does not do this he will 
not succeed. He must submit to great in- 
justice when he is hewing to the line. 

‘In the city of Milwaukee, where I have 
the honor to hold the highest office within the 
gift of the people, we have a number of young 
men in positions of public trust and my ob- 
servation has been that everyone of them, no 
matter to what political party he may belong, 
has rendered creditable service to his con- 
stitutents. 


Demand for Young Blood. 

“Our people previously placed a little too 
much confidence in the age of a éandidate in 
selecting most of their officials, but I believe 
they now realize that it is necessary to em- 
ploy young blood. 

“ Old men have lesa to look forward@ to and 
cannot have the ambition of youth, yet I do 
not wish to be understood as saying thatage 
does not have its value in many ways. 

“ Young men for action, for warfare, for 
actual work; old men for advice, based upon 
experience. 

“A wave seems to be sweeping over the 
country demanding certain changes in the 
system of government of both cities, states, 
and the nation that requires vigorous, youth- 
ful manhood. 

** Our honored President Roosevelt entered 
the political arena almost as soon as he took 
his degree at the university. And how he 
has advanced. What a wonderful record he 
has made, as we might say, the most wonder- 
ful of the age. He could not have accom- 
plished the great things he has accomplished 
had he begun his political career at his pres- 
ent age. He would have lacked his early 
training in minor offices. 

“Another foremost citizen, William Jen- 
nings Bryan, also began his career in politics 
with his youth, and has shown himself to be 
possessed of many of the qualities necessary 
in the performance of public duty. 


Advice Based on Experience. 

“I want to give the young man contem- 
plating a public career a few words of ad- 
vice, based upon my own experience of near- 
ly five years of public office: 

** Make up your mind to be honest and fair, 
both in business and in politics. 

“Work nine-tenths of the time, and when 
occasion requires work the other tenth. 

“* You can enjoy yourself with hard work if 
you will but think so. 

“Do not, under any circumstances, allew 
prejudice to swerve you from your best judg- 
ment. 

“ Have a platform short and pointed. Be 
sure it is right and stand.upon it to the end. 
Do not make it complicated or verbose, for, 
if you do, your planks will break and you will 
find yourself in trouble. 

“ Do not readily take sides in controversies. 

“Think fast-and try to be quick in your 
responses in emergencies. 

* Conservatism is not entirely a disease and 
should not be so regarded by enthusiastic 
young men in politics. 

“It is a good thing to be conservative and 
cautious, but too much of it is apt to be 
disastrous to yourself and constituents. 

“Do something all the time, but in your 


ambition to do something don’t do things that.

FOR MISSION SCHOOL SITE. 


Women’s Baptist Society Buys the Place 
at Vernon Avenue and Thirtieth 
Street for $22,000. 


The old Myrick “ mansion.” built in 1852 
by Williard F. Myrick at Vernon avenue and 
Thirtieth street, was sold yesterday to the 
Women's Baptist Home Mission society for

Some Write te Member of Board Urg- 
ing Him te Voete te Abolish Ali 
Markings and Make Advances in 
Salary Depend Solely on Length of 
Service—A. R. Barnes Charges That 
Unionism Is Chief Factor in Text 
Book Controversy. 


Proof that. some of the public school teach- 
ers Want length of service to be made the 
sole basis for promotion without any regard 
for efficiency was furnished yesterday when 
a member of the board of education made 
public a petition he had received from the 
teachers of the district he represents. 

The petition, which was signed “ The 
Teachers,”’ denounced the public school prin- 
cipals, bitterly attacked Supt. Cooley, se- 
verely criticleed the whole normal school 
faculty, and concluded by appealing to the 
board member to cast his vote against the 
promotional and secret marking systems as 
established by Supt. Cooley, declaring that 
harmony never will exist in the schools until 
teachers are advanced in salary upon a basis 
solely of length of service. 

In part the communication was as follows: 

“It le a shame and an outrage to ask the 
teachers to go out to the normal school and 
take up studies during vacation instead of 
enjoying a much needed rest after a year’s 
battle with cranky principals, superintend- 
ents, special teachere of singing and draw- 
ing (who were never known to teach any- 
thing), physical culture, sewing, cooking, 
psychology teachers, worm and bug teachers, 
end all the other fool study teachers from 
the normal school, who get (besides their 
big salary) $8 an hour extra for making a 
od at teaching us something we already 

now. 


“Ultimatum” ef Teachers. 

*“ Does Mr. Cooley with his $10,000 a year 
Salary expect to get harmony in the schools 
by such a course? Never! When the secret 
marking and the classes for teachers are abol- 
ished and the teacher's salary is based on 
length of service, then, and not tlil then, will 
there be harmony in the schools. 

“ Please do all in your power to stop the 
classes which are going to start at the Normal 
school Aug. 6. By doing so you will earn the 
everlasting gratitude of the teachers.’’ 

“ This letter,"’ declared a board member, 
“in an example of the attitude of the Chicago 
public school teachers toward scholarship 
and efficiency. It seems to me that money is 
all they are after, and they do not care to 
give value received.” 


Text Books and Unionism. 

Another development of the day in school 
board circles was the charge meade by A. R. 
Barnes, publisher. and president of the Chi- 
cago typothetz, that union iabor Its respon- 
sible for the text book controversy in the 
school board. Mr. Barnes declared that the 
question of the intrinsic value of the various 
text books is not being considered by the 
board, but that the chief question is whether 
they are printed by union labor. 

‘“ Mayor Dunne, I believe,”’ said Mr. Barnes. 
“ was influenced in making his lateat ap- 
pointments to the board to select those who 
would act in the interests of unlonizm. It 
will not be long before ‘he board’of education 
will attempt to boycott the open shop in the 
award of all its contracts.”’ 


Members Deny the Charge. 

Although the question of trade unionism 
has been a factor in the text book fight frem 
the beginning, Trustees John C. Harding, 
George Duddieston, Wiley W. Mills,’ and 
James F. Chvatal vigorously denied that 
they would allow an inferior book to be 
adopted merely because it had been published 
by union printers. 

“The merit of the book,’’ declared Trustee 
Harding, ‘‘is the prime consideration. The 
second most important factor in the selec- 
tion of a proper text book should be the 
price.’’ 

“*] want the best books, no matter whether 
they are printed by union or nonunion 
labor,”’ deciared George Duddleston. 

All other considerations being equal 
Trustee Millis declared he would vote for the 
union made book. 

“We want the best books on the market no 
matter by what firm they are published,” said 
he. “The question of anton or nonunion 
labor should not enter into our selection and 
will not so far as I am concerned.”’ 


No Basis for It, Says Mayor. 

Mayor Dunne’s reply to Mr. Barnes’ 
charge is as follows: 

‘* Nothing to it. I don’t krow Barnes. I 
never even have heard of him. Mr. Barnes 
doesn’t know me. Consequently he is not 
in a position to know anything of my mo- 
tives tn appointing members of, the board of 
education. The question of untfong or union 
made books never was discussed.”’ 

The mayor said that he didn’t exactly 
know what started the fight school 
books.

HART FOR LEAGUE PRESIDENT. 


Has Not Yet Announced His Candi- 
dacy, Report Arising from Favor 
Done Pulliam. 


James A. Hart's candidacy for the presidency 
of the National league was announced prematurely 
yesterday While Mr. Hart Is not a candidate in 
the strict sense of the word, it is almost certain 
that, if the deal goes through ahd Harry Pulliam 
buys the Boston National leegue club, as it prob- 
ably will, Hart is the logical candidate and prob- 
ably will be chosen. He is not, he says, seeking the 
job in amy way, and he declares it will be hard 
work to drag him back into the game. 

Mr. Hart has been mentioned prominently in 
connection with the presidency of the league sev- 
eral times, and at one time could have had the 
position had he permitted his name to be used. 
He refused then. 

The announcement that Hart would be chosen 
was premature. It is known President Pulliam 
has for some time been trying to get the Boston 
ball club. Last summer Mr. Hart, acting in the 
interests of the Boston owners, Soden and Conant, 
who have been trying to get out of the game, and 
for Mr. Pulliam, tried to make the dea! and had 
a long consultation with the Boston owners. At 
that time the deal could not be shaped up and it 
was held over. 

Pulliam, however, after failing to buy the Chi- 
cago National league club, determined to get the 
Boston club and franchise if it was possible. He 
was cast down when the Chicago club was sold 
over his head to the men Mr. Murphy represents 
while Pulliam was in the east trying to arrange 
to buy !{t. He felt that President Hart owed it to 
him to help out on the Boston deal, and last week 
enlisted Mr. Hart in his behalf to help him buy the 
team. 

Mr, Hart last Saturday wrote to Conant and 
Boden requesting them to arrange for the sale of 
the club to Pulliam if possible. He knew they 
wanted to sell and that Pulliam wanted to buy, so 
he agreed to act as middleman. Nothing further 
has been done than a repetition of the offer to buy 
the club. Mr. Hart urged it as a good thing for 
the league, for the owners, and for Pulliam.

GIANT AND PIRATE ET 


PLAYERS HAVE FIERCE FIST BAT- 
TLE IN GAME AT PITTSBURG. 
MeGinnity and Piets Clash Near the 
Plate at End of Fourth Inning as 
Result of Wordy War and Both 
Receive Beating, After Which 
Mayer Orders Arrest of New York 
Pitcher, and He Is Carried Away 


in Patrol Wagon. 


Pitteburg, Pa., July 24.—[Special.]—Pitcher 
McGinnity of the New York Giants and 
Catcher Peitz of the Pirates made the dia- 
mond in Exposition park, Allegheny, look 
like a battlefield today. Mayor Charlies 
Kirsechler of Allegheny assumed the umpire’s 
functions, and when the fracas Was over Mc- 
Ginnity was being carried away in 4 patrol 
wagon, Peitz was nursing his wounds, and 
Ames was pitching for New York. 

The trouble today occurred at the end. of 
the fourth inning. Peitz had been coaching 
at third base, and had been criticising Mc- 
Ginnity’s pitching audibly, addressing his re- 
marks to Catcher Bresnahan. MecGinnity 
finally called Umpire O’Day’s attention to 
Peitz’s remarks, and Peitz was called. He 
protested that he had said nothing out of the 
way. When the fourth inning closed Peitz 
and McGinnity met each other as they passed 
behind the home plate. O’Day was warning 
Peitz to be more careful in his coaching mon- 
ologue when McGinnity broke iff. 


Bad Language Is Used. 

Much of the ensuing conversation is omitted 
because the telegraph companies object to 
the language. Any way, McGinnity made a 
disparaging remark to Peitz and Peitgz re- 

sponded by telling McGinnity he should not 

“kid” if he could not stand ‘* kidding,’ and 
called him a fat head and other things. Mce- 
Grnnity swung his left on Peitzg. Peitz then 
knocked McGinnity down and fell on him. It 
was not long before McGinnity was on top, 
and what he was doing to Peitz sounds likea 
description of a busy slaughter house. 

In a few minutes they were pried loose and 
everybody, including players, thought the 
incident closed. But they reckoned without 
Mayor Kirgehler, who was sitting ina box 
attended by his superintendent of police, 
John Glenn. Glenn suggested it would be wise 
to send a policeman to the New York bench 
to prevent any further trouble.

Russia and Roumania are 
holding new wheat of uncertain quality at 
same price as fine old wheat which has ar- 
rived here. Argentina practically finished, 
American wheat [winter] holds the field at 
current prices. Importing countries should 
be able to take easily 200,000,000 bu wheat 
from North America this séason.”
